Fig. 92 is an enlarged cross-sectional view of the royal blue portion of my shoe lace. 

Fig. 93 is also an enlarged cross-sectional view of the blue portion of my shoe lace. 

Fig. 94 is a further enlarged cross-sectional view of the blue portion of my shoe lace. 
DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERRED EMBODIMENT 

The preferred embodiment is my registered copyrighted book Shoe Tying Made Simple 
which has thirty one pages of brightly colored illustrations by Ann Marie Amico and rhyming 
verse by Darlene Draper. The book also includes a pair of my unique oval woven royal blue and 
canary yellow shoe laces. 

What is claimed is: 

1 . A pair of shoe laces, each lace comprising: 

an oval woven shoe lace approximately 51 inches long; 
the opposite ends of each lace being cut and tipped; and 
one half of each lace being a solid bright color and 
the other half of the lace being a solid dark color. 

2. A pair of shoe laces as set forth in claim 1 in which one half of each lace is 
canary yellow and the other half of each lace is royal blue. 

3 . A pair of shoe laces as set forth in claim 1 in which each lace is made of 
polyester fibers. 

4. A pair of shoe laces as set forth in claim 1 in which each lace except for its cut 
and tipped ends has a circumference of 0.5 inches.
